WOMAN GIVES $650,000 
10 ASSIST THE POOR 


Mrs. Anderson’s Money Will 
Be Used In Welfare Work 
In New York. 


New York, March 10—A gift of $650,000 
by Mrs. Flizabeth Milbank Anderson for 
social welfare laboratories to be con- 
ducted by the New York Association 
for improving the condition of the 
poor, was fannounced by the associa- 
tion tonight. The gift is the largest 
single one ever made to the associa- 
tion, and, so far as is known, to any 
organization for a similar purpose, ex- 
cept the separate foundations, such as 
the Russell Sage foundation. 

The fund is not for the relief of de- 

pendent or destitute families, but is to 
be used exclusively to foster preventive 
and constructive social measures. Es- 
tablishment of experimental laborato- 
ries to test proposed measures is a 
part of the program under which the 
fund is to be utilized. In general, it is 
intended to foster those activities 
which are calculated, in the words of 
the donor, “to prevent sickness and 
thus diminish poverty, such as the pro- 
motion of cleanliness and sanjtation 
and aid in securing a proper food sup- 
ply.”. 
The gift, the association announced, 
makes possible a new eocial welfare 
department. Extension of public bath 
work, of the work of serving hot 
lunches to school children approxi- 
mately at cost and of increasing clinic 
facilities for treatment of physical de- 
fects of school children are among the 
lines of effort soon contemplated by 
this department. Establishment of pub- 
lic laundries and public bake shops in 
the congested districts also is sug- 
gested.

In That Way Graft Will Be 
Destroved— One Woman 
Writes Army of the Fallen 
Comes From All Ranks. 


Y., March 20.—A cry from 
the outcasts of the underworld, plead- 
ing for an opportunity to cooperate 
in efforts being made to solve the so- 
clal question, is voiced in letters 
to the special legislative committee 
apointed to draft remedial police leg- 
for New York city, These 
among the thousands or more 
received by the committee from New 
York city officials, social and civic 
bodies and citizens generally, will be 
given serious consideration. 

Senator Wagner, chairman of the 
committee, announced today that more 


meetings of the committee will be held 
and the senate today extended the 
time for receiving the report another 
week. 

Mr. Wagner tonight made public sev- 
era] letters received from women of 
the underworld who insist that they 
can be of assistance to the city if 
permitted to co-operate in their own 
way toward restricting and segragat- 
ing the social evil. They claim this 
phase of the situation in New York 
city is the source of all graft. They 
support the plan of the citizen's com- 
mittee proposing a social welfare com- 
mission and pledge themselves to be 
of greater value to such committee 
than all of the social and civic bodies 


in New York. 
Handle Subject Practically. 

These women also declare the time 
has come when New York should at 
least handle the subject praetically 
and sensibly and “not make any at- 
tempt to drive unfortunate women 
from homes that give annoyance to 
no one, to the streets and to the gut- 
ters, and to help swell the army of 
street walkers who have no regard 
for their own physical condition, nor 
the health of the people in whose midst 
they circulate.” 

One woman wrote: 

“JT am representing thousands upon 
thousands of unfortunate girls that are 
without homes; some are working for 
starvation wages: some are selling 
their souls to keep off starvation and 
cold. These women are much like 
other women, where all grades are to 
be found in their ranks, some good, 
some bad and others very bad. My ex- 
perienceis that the outcast women of 
society have a code of moralg ana are 
honest in the majority. The better 
half would be surprised to know of the 
self-sacrifices that many of these 
women make for those that are de- 
pendent upon them for sustenance, and 
almost every girl has one or more de- 
pendent upon her for support. 

“{ have had girls in my house who 
have had royal blood in their veins. 
Many of them were the descendants of 
the best families in Europe and Amer- 
ica. Some were the daughters of well- 
known clergymen of Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, New York and Boston. The 
army of ‘the fallen’ is recruited from 
all ranks of society, including the 
daughters of the elect.” 


How to Get Rid of Graft. 

“If you wish to get rid of graft in 
the police department for al} time to 
come,’ wrote another woman, “remove 
the police department from all temp- 
tation. Take the social evil out of the 
police department . entirely. 

“If we were protected by 
instead of persecuted and oppresged 
end driven and haunted from pillar 
to post we would be of great help to 
the city by protecting the young wom- 
en from the procurer and convict 
every.oOne of them by a simple process 
or informing this (social welfare) 
committee. Should a cadet bring a 
girl to our houses we will pledge our- 
selves to help prosecute and convict 
any white-slaver that comes before us.

MONETARY REFORM 
BY EXTRA SESSION 


President Wilson Hopes Tar- 
iff Revision Will Be Quick- 
ly Accomplished and Cuf- 


rency Question Taken Up. 


me 


Washington, March 20.—Encouraged 
by the rapid progress already made in 
preparation of a tariff revision Dill, 
close friends of President Wilson pre- 
dicted tonight that there surely would 
be currency reform before the extra 
session of congress adjourned 
summer. 

The president talked 
with some of his callers 
prospects of currency legislation. They 
went away convinced that while the 
president would devote himself first 
and foremost to tariff revision, he now 
hoped that at least a start on mon- 
etary reform would be possible during 
the extra session. 

Immediate Currency Reform, 

From the first the president has be- 
lieved in the necessity for immediate 
currency reform, and though anxious 
that congress should focus ss atten- 
tion and that of the nation on the tariff 
question, he never eiven up the 
idea of a currency measure before the 
country within a few months. 

Some of his friends said today they 
were particularly hopeful] for currency 
reform because of the _ attitude of 
democratic leaders in congress toward 
expeditious action the tariff. 

Like the tariff, currency bill, 
when drawn, will presented as a 
Party measure, carefully worked out 
by congressional committees in co- 
operation with the president. It will 
not be made public, it is said, until it 
has been closely studied by members 
of the cabinet, recognized authorities 
on currency questions and some of the 
leading busihess men of the country in 
whose judgment administration 
has confidence. It pointed out that 
all the work of preparation can be 
carried on inconspicuousiy while the 
tariff debates occupy the center of the 
Stage in congress. 

The president intends to 
Washington throughout the extra ses- 
sion, giving every attention to legis- 
lative matters. He has been declining 
invitations every day to make speeches 
outside the capital. Two such invita- 
tions were extended today for speeches 
in Baltimore and Chicago. 

The cabinet will meet 
when the ‘question of making recess 
appointments will be discussed. The 
resignation of Huntington Wilson to- 
day ag assistant secretary of state 
leaves the _ state department under 
charge of Alva Adee, second assistant 
secretary. It is probable, however, 
there will be recess appointment of 
John Bassett Moore as couansellor to 
the state department tomorrow so that 
he can operate with Mr. Adee in run- 
ning the department. The president 
telegraphed Secretary Bryan that he 
need not cut short his vacation on ac- 
count of Huntington Wilson's with- 
drawal. 
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Long String of Callers. 

The president today had a long 
string of callers. He talked over the 
tariff with Senator Thomas, of Colora- 
do, conservation with S. H. Thompson, 
president of the Woodrow Wilson club 
of Denver, and currency with Prof. J. 
Laurence Laughlan, of the University 
of Chicago. 

Tomorrow the president will 
with New Jersey democratic leaders, 
the status of the jury reform bill in 
the legislature. Edward N. Grosscup, 
State treasurer and retiring chairman 
of the democratic state committee, 
and leader J. Warren Davis, of the 
state senate, were in conference with 
Secretary Tumulty late todav. They 
arranged to see the president before 
the cabinet meeting tomorrow. 

Gorge F. Lamonte, state banking 
and insurance commissioner in New 
Jersey, saw the pres#dent for a shart 
time today.

Porto Rico and Philippines. 

President Wilson devoted part of 
the day to considering the question of 
citizenship for Porto Rico and inde- 
pendence for the Philippines.

Picture Not Pleasing. 

For ten days the authorities have 
known that the admiral died of arsenft- 
cal poisoning and their efforts have 
been directed to finding where and by 
whom the poison was obtained and to 
laving bare the home life of the Eaton 
family. 

In the first quest they 
euccessful, the district attorney sald. 
Along the second line of inquiry a 
wealth of evidence has been furnished 
by friends of the family and neigh- 
bors. The picture was not an alto- 
gether pleasant one. The admiral and 
his wife. who was twenty years his 
junior, did not always agree, it was 
said, regarding those who should be 
received at their home. 

Both had been married before. The 
edmiral's first wife was Mary Anne 
Varnum, whom he married at Dracut 
in 1871 when he was a lieutenant In 
the navy. His body was buried beside 
that of first wife. From his 
graduation at Annapolis until his re- 
tirement with the rank of rear admiral 
in 1905 the life of the naval officer 
was filled with honors and he ac- 
quired a fortune.

CRYING TO FREDMANN 
FOR TUBERCULAR CURE 


Hundreds Besiege German Doc- 
tor and He Treats 35—One 
Boy Boasts He’s Cured. 


New York, Mareh 20.—In the pres- 
ence of scores of physicians gathered 
from all parts of the country, many 
of them representing city health 
boards, Dr. Friedrich F. Friedmann 
treated thirty-five patients with his 
tuberculosis vaccine today. Twenty- 
nine of the sufferers were deformed 
babies. : 

Before the demonstration the Berlin 
specialist issued a statement advising 
out-of-town persons not to come to 
New York with the hope of being 
treated until after the government 
has passed on his vaccine, 

At the doors of the hospital for de- 
formities and joint diseases Dr. Fried- 
mann was beset by a throng of suf- 
f+rers who implored him to take them 
with him in out of the rain and ad- 
minister his treatment. The patients 
he attended, however, were ones al- 
ready selected, awaNting his arrival at 
the hospital, and he had to force his 
way through the crowd of disappoint- 
ed men and women. A mother with a 
child sank to her Knees, holding the 
baby toward the physician in out- 
stretched arms. 

During the clinic 
walked into the operating room. He 
was a patient treated with the vaccine 
twelve days ago. 

“Look at my leg,”’| he said to Dr. 
I'riedmann, baring his knee. “When 
vou injected your vaccine I could hard- 
ly move, the leg Was so swollen. Now I 
know that I will get well.” The boy 
went through exercises to show the 
suppleness of his legs and then sub- 
mitted to examination by the gather- 
ed physicians. 

Diseases of the bones were treated 
today. Tomorrow Dr. Friedmann will 
hold a clinic at Bellevue hospital, 
treating pulmonary cases. Dr, Fried- 
mann has requested the government 
physicians who attended the clinic to- 
day to place Dr. Arthur Atkinson, a 
Wisconsin physician, on the list of pa- 
tients to be treated at Bellevue. Dr. 
Atkinson, suffering with pulmonary 
tuberculosis, came east to urge Dr, 
Friedmann treat him.

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“ERIENDLY CO-OPERATION” 


President Wilson has confirmed the ear- 
lier surmise that he would often occupy the 
‘president's room at the capitol at those 
times when important legislation reaches 
a crisis. The original rumcr that such was 
his intention gave rise to much conjecture 
and here and there resentment. on part of 
congressmen over what they regarded: as 
an effort. of the. president to “dictate” to

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ABOUT PAID DEFENDERS. 


The Fort Worth Mail Telegram finds ob- 
jection to The Constitution’s suggestion 
that justice would be better subserved if 
the state retained paid defenders as well 
as paid prosecutors in criminal cases. Our 
contemporary does not deny that much 
wrong results from the present system, but 
thinks the real remedy lies in making it 
as much the business of the public prose- 
cutor to care for the interests of the ac- 
cused as of the state. 

That plan would work admirably if near- 
ly the entire portion of this part of our 
jurisprudence were not based on the duty 
of the prosecutor to secure a conviction. 
The process begins with the grand jury 
room, where the hearing which determines 
an indictment is entirely ex parte, and ex- 
tends right on through our judicial pro- 
cesses up to the supreme courts. The pov- 
erty-stricken criminal. who cannot afford a 
lawyer to trail his case through all the in- 
tricacies of the court and, finally perhaps, 
to the pardoning power is in a poor way. 

In England, they have an incomparably 
better plan than either the one suggestion 
by The Constitution or the substitute of 
The Telegram. In that country and in Can- 
ada and two or three old world countries 
if we are not mistaken, the judge himself 
discharges the function The Telegram 
would delegate to the prosecutor. He ob- 
serves the equities strictly as between the 
accused and the state, and is quick to in- 
tervene on either side where he has reason 
to believe a square deal is not being given. 

In America, the average judge is hardly 
more than an automaton. He sits solemnly 
silent through the wrangling of the law- 
yers, more an arbiter of hair-splitting legal 
points than an actual judge as to the merits 
of the case. As a rule even where he 
would be tempted to intervene, he is ham- 
pered by endless red tape in the shape of 
precedents and technicalities. 

We are not particular about the route 
by which reform in this especial direction 
is wrought, whether by making the judge 
or the solicitor the guardian of the accused. 
But certainly no one in the least degree 
familiar with court procedure will deny 
that adjustment of some sort is radically 
needed

Washington, March 20:—(Special.)—An 
opera bouffe warfare has just ended in the 
Senate.

THE POOL OF DEATH

It is a well-known painting. In the 
‘midst of shimmering sands, surrounded by 
bleaching bones, whitening under the glare 
of the desert sun, Hes the pool of death. 
Two figures stand hard by its edge, one 
grappling the other, desperately swaying to 
the struggle. Their throats throb with ago- 
nizing thirst. Ome recks not certain death. 
To still the maddening pain of parching 
lips he fights his way to the pool, though 
he forfeit his life for a drink of its deadly 
water, and leave his body a feast to the 
howling coyotes of the plain. He hates 
the hands that hold him from his doom. 
They pftch and ‘toss and turn, insensate 
craving matched with deathless heroism. 


The other night three arrests were made 
in a Decatur street lodging house. There 
were six in the room at the time. Three 
escaped. 
the place, leaving it only for an occasional 
meal. When the officers came upon the 
Sroup they were shooting themselves full 
of a deadly drug. On the table were found 
Several little round boxes of the white stuff. 
With hardly an exception every one of the 
“dopers” had served one or more chaingang 
Sentences already. They had left the camp 
in seemingly perfect condition. The officers 
found them thin, wan, haggard, mere 
Shadows of their former selves. It was pit- 
iful to see their necks and arms, nothing 
but bone and cartilage, loosely covered by 
yellowed skin. One had ten great, festering 
sores on his chest. He called them “century 
marks,” because in each he had put one 
hundred shots of the drug. When he is too 
poor to buy a “gun” he digs his flesh open 
with a long needle and squeezes in the 
“dope” from the end of a cork. 


God only knows the heart of a dope 
fiend. They will lie and steal, defraud and 
rob to get the drug which stills their quiv- 
ering nerves. They clique together to sat- 
isfy each other’s needs, and run any risk to 
furnish one of their number with the drug. 
It is a veritable pool of death. Where is 
the strong arm to rescue these wretches 


from themselves? 


Newspapers and the Postoffice. 


(From The Wall Street Journal, New York.) 

The relations between the postoffice and 
the newspapers in the matter of second 
class mail have reached a crisis which will 
require all the energies of the new postmas- 
ter general. 

Those newspapers published in New York 
and elsewhere enjoying any considerable 
out-of-town circulation are In despair. They 
cannot get the papers delivered In anything 
like reasonable time. Boston newspapers 
reach this office sometimes two days or more 
after they are published, and. Philadelphia 
deliveries are nearly as bad. Many newspa- 
pers have abandoned hope of delivery 
through the usual channels, and have ad- 
vised former subscribers to get their copies 
through the news agents, who possess the 
sense and system the postoffice lacks. Every 
important newspaper in New York is losing 
subscribers daily by reason of a postal serv- 
ice which would hardly be tolerated in the 
most backward country in Europe. 

And what is the reason for all this? It 
arises out of Mr. Hitchcock’s fake surplus. 
That arrant piece of humbug was arrived at 
by holding back at least $9,000,000 rightfully 
belonging to the railroads, cutting down the 
already overworked railway mail clerks in 
numbers by at least 30 per cent, reducing the 
number of letter carriers in the constantly 
growing large cities, and especially New 
York, where the bulk of the revenue is 
earned, and by enforcing the eight hours’ 
work in ten arrangement voted by congress, 
which, with its usual fatuity, omitted to 
make any provision for extra hands to make 
up for the reduced hours of labor. 

Everything, in fact, has been sacrificed 
to rural free delivery, instituted to catch the 
farmer's vote, and the new parcel post, which 
was also expected to work wonders in the 
way of retaining Mr. Hitchcock and his 
friends in power. Without acditional help, 
the letter carriers are required to handle the 
parcels, and also to give them the right of 
way over newspapers. The consequence is a 
condition which denies the out-of-town read- 
er what he has paid for and has every right 
to demand-—-the delivery of his newspaper 
while its contents are still fresh. 

Little gained for the 
scriber by complaints to the newspapers, 
which have protested again and again. But 
if every reader so inconvenienced will make 
a point of writing directly to his congress- 
man, action may be hoped for, as our 
politically run public departments listen to 
the politician where the private citizen is 
treated with contempt. 
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Florida Mails. 


(From The Jacksonville Metropolis.) 

The Metropolis has called attention twice 
before to the matter of how eastern aka 
western malls delayed in distribution 
In this state; but matters have not been im- 
proved in the least. 

The Atlanta Constitution, in an 
setting forth how “stuck mafis’’ from the 
west, supposed to have been worked before 
it reaches that terminal, is being dumped on 
this section of the country, to the delay of 
many hours in delivery, calls on the removal 
of the parties to. blame. 

Of course the new administration has 
not yet had time to take hold of the matter, 
but Florida is suffering just the same. 

Northern mail, which is supposed to be 
worked between Hamlet and Jacksonville, 
is being dumped in bulk in this division, 
and is being handed out to the mail clerks 
on all Florida trains when they can, for 
final distribution. 

It is learned that Sunday, severa] 
of important Boston and New York mail 
went down on the East Coast, were handed 
to mail clerks returning to Jacksonville to 
be worked, and then was sent out on the 
final distributing routes from 16 to 24 hours 
after it should have been in the local offices 
where it belonged. 

The trouble is not in this office. The 
trouble is solely in the cutting down of car 
space and clerks by Hitchcock to make a 
financial showing for the dying quarter of 
his administration, and he made it. 

In the meantime he also made a condition 
of affairs that will take months to recover 
from, and will require immediate attention, 
the putting on of larger cars from the north 
and west, and the addition of many men to 
handle thé mails coming south. 

The order that was given for this Florida 
mail from the north and east to be worked 
hetween Washington and Hamlet, failed of 
enforcement, because on that division the 
congestion is tremendous, and the clerks had 
all they could do to handle what rightfully 
belonged to them. 

The Seaboard and the Coast Line are, it 
is understood, the two roads that bring the 
Florida mails from the north and east, and 
the whole trouble seems to lie in the fact 
that Hitchcock did not want to pay these 
roads what was necessary for larger cars 
handled by them.

WAS NAPOLEON AN 
ASSASSIN? 


There is no questioning the opinion that 
Napoleon Bonaparte was’.one of, if not the 
greatest general that ever lived. He is go 
credited even by those who are most critical 
of his methods. What Napoleon  accom- 
plished, and by what means, is too well- 
known to require any space for its recital. 
The reckless way in which he sacrificed 
whole regiments of his army needlessly has 
opened him to the most severe criticism. It 
was more to satisfy his ambition than from 
a patriotic desire that he depopulated the 
world so rapidly in his efforts to bring it 
to his feet. The more severe critics may 
call him a murderer for so doing. The for- 
tunes of war, however, are costly in money 
as well as in men. But was Napoleon an 
assassin? A murderer and an assassin are 
synonymous in the true definition of the 
word, but not exactly so in war. 

Only recently the old question of a mys- 
terious tragedy one hundred years ago has 
been revived in the efforts of Lord Bathurst, 
of Bngland, who has gone to Germany to 
ascertain whether or not the body which has 
been found there is that of Benjamin 
Bathurst, his ancestor. 

3Zathurst was the young British envoy to 
Austria, who mysteriously disappeared in 
1809. His family at the time positively as- 
serted that he was assassinated by Napoleon 
and so also did the London “Times.” This 
is what was printed in the in Jan- 
uary, 1810— 

“The fate of Mr. Bathurst, 
voy to Vienna, is involved in great 
by the recent arrival of a gentleman from 
3erlin. At Perleberg, about thirteen German 
miles from Berlin, his pantaloons, the only 
part of his dress hitherto discovered, were 
with a letter in the pocket for his

Bathurst had been robbed and murdered, and 
it was probably under this impression that 
Prince Frederick of Prussia, who has been 
particularly active in his investigations on 
the subject, had offered 100 Fredericks d’or 
for the discovery of the body. 

“A party of French troops were, however, 
stationed at Lenzen, three miles from Perle- 
berg, and it is more than probable that the 
French executive, with a view of ascertain- 
ing by his papers the nature of the rela- 
tions subsisting between this country and 
the Austrian government. added to his 
crimes by the seizure, or probably the mur- 
der, of this gentléman.” 
| Young Bathurst was the means of Keep- 
ing Austria at war with Napoleon when that 
country really wished to give in and let the 
Sreat soldier have his way. Napoleon knew 
this and he hated Bathurst. and the English 
envoy was familiar with this fact. 

When Bathurst's mission. was ended he 
Started back for England. traveling under 
the assumed name of As there were 
no railways in started for 
Hamburg, there to take a ship for the British 
Isles, accompanied by a Prussian guard and 
Some postilions. He had arrived as far ag 
the Swan inn, at the little town of Perle- 
berg, and after partaking of a meal he 
strolled toward his carriage to continue his 
journey. He was never seen again by his 
friends. 

When the British government was ap- 
prised of his disappearance they offered a 
reward of $20,000 for the solution of the 
mystery. His family offered a_e similar 
amount, but there was no response t® these 
offers. Bathurst's fur overcoat was found tn 
the cellar of an empty house weeks after- 
ward and his gray trousers in a river nearly, 
with the letter to his wife in the pocket. 

When The Times accused Bona- 
parte, the French replied that Bathurst, like 
all Englishmen, was mad and shot himself. 
Napoleon assured Bathurst's widow that he 
knew nothing of the voung man’s murder, 
but the English retorted that he had lied 
before and would lie again. 

In 1852 a body, buried in mortar and 
stone. was found in a house that was being 
demolished near Pérleberg. The owner of 
the house had inherited the place from a 
domestic at the Swan inn. The then Lord 
Bathurst went to Germany, but was able to 
convince himself that the body was not that 
of the missing young man. The second un- 
identified body found near Perleberg in 1910 
decomposed that the present Lord 
Bathurst could not identify it. Whatever 
became of the English envoy and is Napo- 
leon to be accredited with stfil another crime, 
that of being an assassin, will no doubt 
never be known. 
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“Blue Laws” and Sunday Laws. 
By Bishop Candler. 


Editor Constitution: It is a common trick 
with the opponents of a good law to attack it 
by applying to it some opprobrious epithet, 
or by associating it with some odious institu- 
tion or custom. Such has been the unfair 
method employed by some in attacking our 
Sunday laws in connection with the discus- 
sion of the opening of shows in Atlanta on 
the Sabbath; they have denounced these 
wholesome and indispensable statutes as 
“blue laws,” and the friends of the Sabbath 
as “bigoted Puritans.” 

Herein they have exhibited their 
ance of history as well as their indifference 
to moral principle. All informed people know 
that the so-called “blue laws” were a pure 
fiction, and that they never existed in Con- 
or anywhere else. They were a4 
wretched fiction, which was first published 
in London tn-1781 by a direputable fellow 
named Samuel Peters in revenge for hav- 
ing been expelled from the colony of Con- 
necticut on account of his obnoxious Tory- 
ism. This base enemy of freedom thus 
undertook to slander the colony which would 
not endure his offensive royalism, and, in 
like manner, the enemies of religion seek to 
libel our Christian Sabbath because it re- 
bukes their obstinate sinfulness. 

There is nothing harsh, unreasonable, or 
unjust in the statutes by which the civil 
Sabbath is established and protected; in 
them there is nothing inconsistent with lib- 
erty or incompatible with free institutions. 
On the contrary, they protect the rights of 
the citizen to rest and worship, and conserve 
the cause of liberty, and preserve the insti- 
tutions of freedom which the founders of 
the republic erected in their wisdom and 
patriotism. 

Of these 
said: ’ 

"One of the beautiful boasts of our 
nicipal jurisprudence is that Christianity is a 
part of the commen law, from which it secks 
the sanction of its rights, and by which it 
endeavors to regulate its doctrines. And 
the boast is as true as itis beautiful. There 
never has been a period in which the com- 
mon law did not recognize Christianity as 
lying at its foundation. It pronounces il- 
legal every contract offensive to its morals. 
It recognizes with profound humility its holi- 
days and festivals, and obeys them as ‘dies 
non juridice.’” 

The Sunday laws are not meddlesome 
regulations that impertinently interfere with 
private conduct, but they are wholesome 
statutes for the preservation of public order 
and the promotion of the welfare of civil 
society. An unbroken line of judicial decis- 
ions in our country and England, including 
opinions by Justice Strong, of the supreme 
court of the United States, Judge Allen G. 
Thurman, of Ohio, Judge Henry Lumpkin 
and Judge Jackson, of Georgia, and many 
other of our most eminent jurists uphold 
these laws. Are all our courts the sup- 
porters and defenders of “blue laws?” Are 
all our most eminent jurists “bigoted Puri-

tans?” . 
Washington, “the father of his country, 


and the apostle of liberty,’ obeyed and en- 
forced such laws. Was he a narrow-minded 
bigot? 

That eminent statesman, the late Senator 
Bayard, of Delaware, said: “I most sincerely 
approve of the civil institution of the Sab- 
bath. I heartily desire to see its observ- 
ance under statute law, and the stronger 
law of habitual and universal custom and 
popular acquiescence.” Was he a “long-faced 
Puritan?” 

Have not the enemies of the Chritstian 
Sabbath quite overstepped the limits of pro- 
priety and decency in denouncing the Sunday 
laws as “blue laws” and the friends of the 
Sabbath as “bigoted Puritans?” 

It may be useful and entirely pertinent 
to the issue to close this communication with 
an utterance of Robertson, of Brighton, who 
was far from being a Puritan, and who at 
one time advocated the opening of the Syden- 
ham Palace on Sunday. He says: 

“To needlessly loosen the hold of a nation 
on the sanctity of the Lord’s day would be 
most mischievous; to do so wilfully would be 
an act almost diabolical.

FOR BARON YUN CHI HO

Korean for! Whom Southern 
Methodists Fought Must Suf- 
fer--Conspiracy Alleged. 


Tokio, March: 20.—Ninety-nine of 
‘the Woreans charged with conspiring 
‘against Governor General Count Ter- 
rauchi of Korea in 1910 were found 
not guilty today according to a dis- 
patch from Seul. 

The judges sentenced Baron Yun 
Chi Ho, a former Korean cabinet min- 
ister, Yan Ki Ttak, a Korean minister, 
three others to six years impris- 
each. 

At the fifirst trial Baron Yun Chi 
lio and several of the more promi- 
nent prisoners were sentenced to ten 
years imprisonment and the others 
to terms of five to seven years.

Baron Yun Chi Ho. who was today 

sentenced to six vears' imprisonment 
at Seul, is one of the best known Eng- 
lish-speaking Koreans, He was 
time minister of education and min- 
ister of foreign affairs in the Korean 
cabinet. 

He is a member of one of the most 
ancient families of Korea and has held 
at various times the post of king’s 
private councillor, governor and legis- 
fator. He was formerly very wealthy 
and devoted his time to farming his 
large estates, which have since been 
confiscated. 

He is a Methodist by 
held in high esteem by 
of his sect. 

He is a graduate of Vanderbilt uni- 
versity, Nashville, Tenn. He was at 
one time at the head of the Korean 
Young Men's Christian association.

Yan Ki Tak at one time was editor 
of the vernacular edition of the Ko- 
rean Daily News, formerly owned by 
Ernest T. Bethel, a British subject 
which paper was suppressed in June. 
1908, after having approvingly copies 
from a San Francisco Korean paper 
an’ article praising the assassins 0! 
Durham White Stevens, the Japanese 
agent, who was murdered by Koreans 
in San Francisco in March, 1908. 

Bethel was arrested and sentenced 
by his Brittanic majesty’s court, sit- 
ting in Seul, to three weeks’ imprison- 
ment and six and a half months’ sur- 
veillance by the police for publishing 
seditious matter calculated to excite 
the Koreans against their govern- 
ment. 

Yan Ki Tak, editor of the vernacu- 
lar edition, escaped from the police in 
August, 1908, and took refuge in 
Bethel’s home. Bethel raised the 
British ensign above his gate and re- 
fused to surrender the editor to the 
police, claiming extra-territorial pro- 
tection from the British consul. 

A ween later, however, the British 
consu] surrendered Yan Ki Tak to the 
police and the editor was placed on 
trial on the charge of complicity in 
the misappropriation of a portion of 
the Korean national loan redemption 
fund. Yan Ki Tak was acquitted of 
the charge in September, 1908, being 
cleared partly through the evidence of 
Bethel, whose testimony was consider- 
ed satisfactory by the prosecutor.

New York, March 20.—The final re- 
port of the census bureau on ginning 
for the session was published at the 
opening of the cotton market this morn- 
ing, but seemed to create very little 
fresh interest, and trading was gener- 
ally quiet, with the close steady at a 
uet decline of 3 to 7 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 1 to 3 points, in response to 
relatively steady cables, but prices al- 
most! immiediately began to sag off, 
under realizing for over the holidays. 
No important pressure developed, but 
offerings became a little heavier dur- 
ing the middle of the day following re- 
ports) from Memphis that spots were 
offering a little more freely and prices 
at one time showed a net loss of from 
& to 8 points. Predictions for unset- 
tled Weather in the south, following 
the severe storms of last week, prob- 
ably checked offerings, t® some extent, 
besides which business was doubtless 
restricted by the usual holiday consid-

The govern- 
ment’s estimate of the crop last De- 
cember called for 13,820,000 bales of 
500 pounds gross weight, excluding 
linters, and today’s census report 
showed a growth, excluding linters, of 
about 13,471,000 running bales.

Wilson, assistant and acting secre- 
tary of state, has resigned that office 
end insisted upon immediate accept- 
ance of the resignation because of his 
radical difference of opinion 
administration regarding its Chinese 
President Wilson immediate- 
accepted the resignation. 
Mr. Wilson, 
s in the various departments, ten- 
dered his resignation as a matter. of 
form to President Wilson directly upon 
the latter’s assumption of office. Mr. 
Wilson was requested to continue in 
tis place until it should be convenient 
for the president to name his suc- 
cessor. He consented to do so to ac- 
commodate Secretary Bryan in his de- 
sige to make his present yisit to Lin- 
coln, Neb, 

The issue of the statement from the 
white house defining the administra- 
tion’s attitude regarding the Chinese 
loan negotiation is regarded by As- 
sistant Secretary Wilson as sufficient 
to justify him in requesting to be re- 
lieved at once from duty. 

After telegraphic notice to Secretary 
Bryan of his intentions, Mr. Wilson 
late vesterday afternoon dispatched a 
note to the white house terminating 
his own service and President Wilson 
at once designated Second Assistant 
Secrétary Adee to act aS secretary of 
siate during Secretary Bryan's pres- 
ent absence. 

A probable result of the resignation 
will be the immediate appointment, 
under a recess commission, of John 
Bassett Moore as counselor of the de- 
partment of state with authority to act 
secretary. 

Why He Resigned. 
a thousand-word letter to Presi- 
dent Wilson the former acting secre- 
tary of state set forth that when he 
consented to continue for a time with 
the new administration he did not un- 
derstand there were to be any radical 
changes of policy for which he would 
called upon to act as spokesmam 
letter continued in part: 

“It today becomes the duty of the 
acting secretary of state, in dispatch- 
ing instructions to the representatives 
of this government abroad and as the 
chanhel of communication with the 
representatives of foreign govern- 
ments at Washington, to be the 
spokesman of the president in regard 
to a new far eastern policy which is 
apparently deducible from your state- 
ment issued to the press last night. 
Inasmuch as I find myself entirely out 
of harmony with this radical change 
of policy as I understand it, I trust
